The Santa Fe Strike Comes 
to an End.

MEN

The strike on the California system of 
the Santa Fe is over. 
A few minutes 
past 0 o'clock last night a dispatch was 
received in this city from General Man­ 
ager Dan McCool, who it will be rem em­ 
bered went to Ban Bernardino on Thurs­ 
day aftenoon to coafer with the com mit­ 
tee appointed by the strikers, stating 
that at 9 p . m. the strike was declared off, 
and all the men would at once return to 
work. 
A H k h a l d reporter visited the 
First 
street 
depot at 
m idnight to 
ascertain w hether the men had received 
any instructions from their grievance 
Committee. 
Everything looked as usual 
as he approached the yards. Trains 
were switching to and fro in all direc­ 
tions and the gleam of lanterns on every’ 
side showed th at the wonted activity had 
been resumed. 
Inquiry at the yard of­ 
fices resulted th a t beyond the fact that 
the statem ent had 
been telegraphed 
from San Bernardino that the strike was 
off nothing was officially known. A num ­ 
ber of yardm en were interviewed with 
the same result. They said th at th e j 
had received instructions 
from their 
representatives at San Bernardino to re­ 
turn 
to 
work 
at 
9 
o’clock and 
th at they were 
satisfied th at they 
had got the best of the conference, inas­ 
much as the men were very firm about 
staying out unless their point was car 
riea. 
The Santa Fe is to be congratulated 
th a t th e m atter has ended so soon, and 
General M anager Dan McCool has again 
f 
woved himself to be an adept in settling 
abor troubles on the road. 
Although no 
freight has been moving on any of the 
Santa Fe’s California lines since the 
strike was declared the stoppage to traf­ 
fic has not been very serious as the 
special raisin train for the East got out 
out of the State before the strike was on 
and the next special was not tim ed to 
leave until to-night, when it will of course 
now he able to steam away on time. 
The passenger trains ran as usual during 
the thirty-three hours the strike was on, 
and made nearly schedule tim e, what 
little switching th at was to be done being 
performed by th e vardmasters. A few 
men were hired yesterdav, but they will 
doubtless be discharged, as one of the 
conditions ending the strike was doubt­ 
less that the strikers he reinstated in 
their respective positions. 
Yard master 
Nolton, of this city, has been np almost 
night and day since the difficulty oc­ 
curred , and there were no attem pts at 
disturbance at a l l , as he is very popular 
with all the trainm en and yard em ­ 
ployees. The company will receive all 
kinds of freight as usual, and the yards 
will be in their usual working condition 
by daylight this morning.

The Republicans of 
Los 
Angeles 
county held th eir final grand rally last 
night and it was a very creditable affair. 
The speakers were Congressman Yan- 
dever and the Hon. Tom Reed, of Maine. 
A fife and drum called a large crowd of 
people to the corner of Fort and Second 
street, where the Republican wigwam is 
located. The benches, which seat 500 
people, were moved out, and 1,200 chairs 
were placed inside. 
These 
all 
filled, and enough listeners crowded 
around the outskirts to make up alto­ 
gether about 2,000 people. 
General Vandever spoke first for about 
thirty-five m inutes. His audience lis­ 
tened patiently w ithout any applause 
until he concluded, when there was 
much clapping of hands. H e addressed 
himself chiefly to the tariff issue, declar­ 
ing that the Mills bill was essentially a 
Southern measure, and designed 
to 
wreck the industries of the North. 
He 
described the tariff on sugar as a tax 
of 
injurious 
magnitude 
which the 
Mills hill made no effort to allevi­ 
ate. 
He also made 
the 
assertion 
that the same reasons were framed so as 
to protect the distilleries of the “ moon­ 
shiners.” “ Because some members of 
the Republican party proposed to abol­ 
ish the internal revenue,” said he, re­ 
ferring to the Chicago platform, “ they 
call us a free whisky party. 
B at we are 
not as much of a free whisky party as 
the Democrats themselves.” He de­ 
clared that the passage of the Mills bill 
would endanger the perpetuity of the 
Union, and would deBlroy all the pros­ 
perity of the Nation. “ England,” said 
he, “ is the vam pire of the w orld; she has 
gotten possession of all the markets 
on the 
globe 
except 
the 
Ameri­ 
can, and 
now 
wants 
to 
get 
at 
th at.” After some abuse of Cleveland, 
winding up w ith the statem ent that if 
the House of Representatives had only 
been Republican instead of Democratic, 
the President would probably be im- 
?Bached, he concluded with an appeal to 
is hearers not to allow the flag to be 
pulled down over their heads and to re- 
memember th at they were Americans 
and not Englishmen. 
The Hen. Tom Reed, leader of the Re­ 
pub ican minority in the House of Rep* 
resentatives, was then introduced and 
spoke for over an hour. 
He is a fluent 
speaker, never eloquent, b at always en­ 
tertaining. 
H is 
voice 
has 
a 
peculiar Yankee twang which attributed 
an elem ent of buffoonery to his speech 
and caused his audience to frequently 
burst into a laugh at exactly the wrong 
tim e. He i* not without humor of a 
commonplace order and his effort took 
well with his audience, hut it did not 
excite their enthusiasm to any appre­ 
ciable extent. 
H e devoted tho greater part of his 
time to tbe tariff question, putting up 
imaginary argum ents for the Deuxoerats 
and then’ ridiculing them . 
H e Ax {ded 
speaking of the tariff a* a tax, os General 
Vandever had done, but said he pre­ 
ferred to call it a barrier—not a barrier 
against trade, however, 
but against 
che*n goods and cheap raw materials, 
whlcn would rnin our working classes. 
W hy do the parties differ on t h e ques­ 
tion of the tariff ?” said he. 
“ Because 
t h e power of t h e Democratic party lies 


chiefly in the South, and that is a sec­ 
tion which has always been used to 
coarse Negro labor unfit for the finer 
work of manufacturing. The Democrats 
deny that they are free traders, bat do 
you know any college professor who sup­ 
ports the doctrine o f free trade th at is not 
also supporting Cleveland ? 
H e and 
all his

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AGAINST AN ATTORNEY. 


A c ll« a M D isb ar B r s s i h t la tb s 
Superior C o a rt. 
Fanny Verona Baldwin Adams yester­ 
day filed with the County Clerk a vol­ 
uminous, but neatly w ritten, document, 
executed in her own hand, preferring 
chargee against O. £ . Mason, Esq., a 
lawyer, 
for 
unprofessional 
conduct, 
which, she alleges, w arrant his disbar­ 
ment. 
She alleges in her accusation th at Mr. 
Mason, on the 20th of February last, 
agreed to undertake the conduct of a 
•n it against Richard Garvey for $50,000 
dam ages; and th a t after drawing up 
and filing the complaint in the cause, he 
brought her an undesirable acquaintance 
nam ed Rose, whom he introduced to her 
as a son of Senator L. J. Rose, and 
represented that Mr. Rose would interest 
himself in procuring the necessary bond 
for her to insure the costs in her suit 
against Garvey. Subsequently she dis­ 
covered th at Rose was not the son of L. 
J. Rose, but th at he was a disreputable 
character, and that her reputation was 
damaged by having been seen convers­ 
ing with him in public places. 
She says th at while Mr. Maron still 
had her confidence she intrusted him 
with the rude schedule of a suit that she 
moposed to bring against Elias Jackson 
Baldwin, with the understanding that he 
should observe secrecy thereto until the 
complaint was filed. 
It was during this 
period that, during a business conference 
with him as her attorney, Mason tried to 
extract a promise of marriage from her 
on “ becoming free from her present in­ 
cumbency or husband.” 
She refused 
his proposal with indignation, where- 
npon he apologized and promised never 
again to propose marriage to her or at­ 
tempt familiarity. 
Subsequently to this 
he sent her a message that it was neces­ 
sary for him to have audience with her 
relative to the business in hand. There­ 
fore she repaired to his office, where 
instead of confining him self to business 
he soon branched on on to the subject of 
matrim ony, and threatened th at if she 
would not m am r him or enter a house of 
prostitution and earn money, which she 
should divide with him as a partner, 
he would have her suit against Garvey 
thrown out of court, and would also pre­ 
vent the action she was about to bring 
against E. J . Baldwin. 
Further than 
this, he threatened th a t if she would not 
yield to his proposals he would traduce 
her in every way in his power. 
She alleges th at her nerves were pros­ 
trated from the shock and fright for some 
tim e; that she was taken ill with a con­ 
gest! ve chill, and th at she suffered 
partial congestion of the brain from the 
righteous indignation aroused in her 
spirit. 
She refused his proposals de­ 
cidedly and em phatically, 
in conse­ 
quence of which he proceeded to carry 
out his threats. 
She alleges that her 
suit against Garvey would have been 
throw n out of court by default, but for 
her timely action in asking an extension 
of time. 
She also alleges that Mr. Mason tried 
to make her all the trouble possible with 
her suits instead of trying to advance her 
interests, and that she believes him to 
have been bribed to work against her, at 
the same time he was acting as her at­ 
torney ; and th at he violated professional 
courtesy by snatching a letter from her 
hand and reading it against her w ill; and 
th at from secrets so learned, and the in­ 
formation she has given him , regarding 
her proposed suit against E. J . Baldwin, 
he caused a w arped account thereof to be 
published in the now defunct Evening 
Telegram and gave her other damaging 
newspaper notoriety. 
Reference is made to "the snares of 
millionaires and villains to prevent her 
from acquiring finances necessary for life 
and moral safety;’’ and in this, or a sim i­ 
lar connection, she says that O. E .

The hurrah the Chronicle is making 
over the Sackville-Murchison letter is 
raised for the purpose of distracting pub­ 
lic attention from M. H . de Young’s pro­ 
phecy at Chicago. Mr. de Young said : 
“ i t is absurd to talk of agreeing on 
H arrison; he cannot carry the Pacific 
Coast, nor can he carry several other 
States, which would be Republican, on 
account of his record ou the Chinese 
question. The labor vote will be against 
him , and California will never support a 
man who voted against the Chinese bill 
and every phase of the Chinese treaty. 
Further than this, he voted to naturalize 
Chinamen anu give them the right to 
suffrage, and Allison did the same thing.

That measure lasted till 
1875, when the screw under the hori­ 
zontal beam was turned and the tariff 
was again raised to its present 
altitudinous height. 
A few 
years 
afterwards Mr. Morrison, of Illinois, in­ 
troduced a precisely similar measure, 
with the exception that the reduction 
was only about seven per cent. But as 
Mr. Morrison was a Democrat, there 
were nd words too severe to apply to his 
horizontal bill. 8o violent was the de­ 
nunciation of this measure and its au­ 
thor that the party of the monopolists 
succeeded in retiring Mr. Morrison from 
public life. It made all the difference in 
the world whether a horizontal tariff bill 
was offered by Mr. Blaine, a Republi­ 
can, or by Mr. Morrison, a Democrat. 
We may perhaps wonder why Mr. 
Morrison was remanded to private life. 
It is susceptible of explanation. The 
class who are made millionaires by the 
tariff have organized what tbey call an 
American Protective League, with one 
thousand members who subscribe $100 
or more a year for its support as an 
educational organization.'1 (?) Le 
Grand B. Gannon is a big gun of this 
League, and be said this of its plans to 
a leading New York Protectionist paper 
a short time ago. 
“We propose to put a series of inter­ 
rogations to every man that is nomi­ 
nated. If he refuses to answer them, or 
cannot answer them satisfactory, we pro­ 
pose to lay him out! Party politics will 
not enter into the question at all. It will 
simply be a question of protective tariff 
or not.”

An educational organization of that 
character would “lay out” any candidate 
for Congress in a close district. But all 
such educational trusts, like dogs, can 
only have their day.

In other words, 
if it is a misjlt, as a class of tailors adver­ 
tise, we have suite of all sizes, and are 
sure we can give you a perfect fit, so call 
on us. 


N umerous reports reach the H erald 
of electors who registered their names, 
but do not appear on the Great Register.

Would it not enable you to dress your 
wife and your children better, and add 
improvements to your house and your 
barns that you cannot do now. There 
are many ways in which you could bet 
ter your condition with this $471, not the 
least of which perhaps would be ihe 
ability it would give you to wipe out ycur 
mortgages, and at the end of the year to 
And a little balance in yonr favor ine ead 
af against you in your bask account. 


O u r evening contemporary is much 
exercised over the fact that Marshal 
Risley has appointed his deputies for the 
coming election out of the Democratic 
rank and file. It will be interesting for 
our evening star-gazer to know that the 
provision of the United States statute 
known as The Elective Franchise, pro­ 
viding for United States Supervisors and 
Marshals at Presidential elections, was 
formulated and passed by an almost 
wholly Republican Congress in 1862.

B usiness men in all parts of the Union 
are looking at the election in this way 
Mr. Cleveland has made a wise, conserv­ 
ative and safe President.

than it was under that of any previous 
President in many years. During the 
campaign which is rapidly drawing to 
an end, there has been less interruption 
to business than has been known in a 
quarter of a century nnder similar circum 
stances.

T he San Francisco Chronicle, which at 
the opening of the campaign so loudly 
announced that Harrison could not be 
elected because of his Chinese record, 
now at its close makes a fine reputation 
for itself by the statement that Harrison 
will carry the State by sixteen thousand, 
plurality. That is the report comes over 
the wires to that effect. For the sake of 
our esteemed contemporary’s reputation 
as a prophet we hope there are about three 
cj phers incorrectly added to the figures. It 
is beyond dispute that Dave McClure, a 
well informed but Banguine Republican 
leader, concedes San Francisco to the 
Democracy by two thousand five hun­ 
dred plurality. If our party only barely 
carries San Francisco, it is difficult for 
reasonable people to figure out much Re­ 
publican plurality outside tbat city. 
One of the editors of the H e r a ld wired 
us the other night that San Francisco 
was safe for Cleveland by five thousand, 
and might go as high as eight thousand 
tbat way.

The reform tariff policy of the Demo­ 
cratic party is assailed as a blow against 
the wages of labor. They tell you that 
the high tariff enables the protected in­ 
dustries to pay high wages. No doubt 
it enables them to do so, but tbey don’t 
do it. The average wages of men work­ 
ing in the unprotected industries is at 
least 20 per cent, above those paid in the 
protected industries. The iron and 
coal miners of • Pennsylvania are 
the poorest paid workers in the 
country. From sixty to ninety cents 
per day are the ruling wages of those 
men. 
Not only are they kept down to 
this starvation stipend, but the mines 
i periodically shat down by their 
owners so as to keep the supply so near 
the demand that the prices may be held 
at the highest notch. Thus the men are 
not only miserably paid bat their time is 
reduced. To meet strikes the companies 
have flooded the coal region with cheap 
imported labor from Italy, Hungary and 


C o m pleted and exact returns from the 
Brooklyn registration are full of cheer 
for Mr. Cleveland. There was an in­ 
crease in the registration over 1884 of 
28,000, and only 7,040 of the increase was 
in the wards which Blaine carried. All 
the rest of the increase was in Demo­ 
cratic wards.

Have you heard 
the story? “ Oh, pa, I heard you talk­ 
ing this morning about scratching the 
ticket. Is the ticket itchy?” “No, my 
son, but the palm that bolds it is. 
There is no danger that a single Demo­ 
cratic voter will join the ranks of the 
independents; and see to it that not 
single Democrat shall scratch a name on 
the regular ticket.

HARD PRESSED. 


Associated Pres* Dispatches to the Hirald. I 
In d ia n a p o lis, November 2. —Chair­ 
man Huston, of the Republican State 
Central Committee, in his letter to 
Chairman Jewett, of the Democratic 
Committee, yesterday, suggested that 
the election inajicctors be required to 
place a small rubber band around each 
ballot as it was received, this band not 
to be removed until the ballots were 
taken from the box. This it was thought 
would preclude the possibility of any 
person depositing more than one baliot. 
Chairman Jewett replied as follows: 
I do not Ijplieve Buch an agreement 
can be carried out over the entire State 
at this late day, and I am sure 
agreement we can make 
effect a legal ballot voted in disregard of 
it. Neveitheless, as such an arrange­ 
ment may in some degree conduce to a 
fair election, if you will put vour idea in 
the form of a recommendation to in­ 
spectors, I will cheerfully sign it.’ 
On receipt of this reply. Chairman 
Huston acting upon the suggestion con­ 
tained in Chairman Jewett’s letter, sub­ 
mitted an agreement officially signed for 
the approval and signature of Chairman 
Jewett. To this Mr. Jewett replied sub­ 
stantially : 
“I said in my letter this morning that 
the scheme was impracticable at this late 
day, and since then have learned that 
there are not half enough rubber bands 
of the kind named in the State of Indi­ 
ana, and I am therefore fully convinced 
that it is impracticable to get bands and 
have them distributed and fully under­ 
stood by election day. Besides is has 
been suggested to me, that any manipu­ 
lation ofa ticket by an inspector,aside from 
taking it from the bands of the voter and 
placing it in the box, would be regarded 
with great distrust by our voters, who 
are unused to any such proceeding. A 
much better arrangement would be for 
the voter to put a band on the ballot 
himself, and the same results would 
thereby be accomplished.” 
To this Chairman Huston acquiesced 
returning the agreement with the amend 
ment embodied, and stating that he 
would undertake to furnish all the rub­ 
ber bands required, the expense to be 
shared by the committees. 
The correspondence abruptly closes 
here. The messenger that carried Hus­ 
ton’s amendment to the agreement to 
Democratic headquarters to-night re­ 
turned with the statement that Chair­ 
man Jewett said he had nothing more to 
sa v.The character and outcome of the cor­ 
respondence is the subject of general 
comment to-night in political circles. 
Chairman Huston, when asked to-night 
by an Associated. Press correspondent 
whether there were any special reasons 
of general interest tbat led him to pro­ 
pose the rubber bands plan, and make 
such persistent efforts to secure its adop­ 
tion, said there were very urgent and im­ 
portant reasons, and furnished the fol­ 
lowing written statement. 
Yesterday we learned from a man who 
had been taken into the scheme by the 
Democrats, that double voting was to be 
resorted to by them all over the State. 
This man was taken into a room where 
he and several other men from different 
counties were instructed in the art of 
voting double tickets. Tbey were told 
to fold and iron smooth a number of bal­ 
lots the night hefore election; one or 
more of these ballots smoothed in that 
way were then to be slipped into the 
folds of a lawful ballot, and this ballot 
was to be held with the finger fastened 
on the side of the baliot opposite the 
outward fold so that no one could 
see that there were other ballots 
inside the lawful ballots. Democratic 
inspectors were to be instructed to seize 
the ballot between the fingers in the 
same way and deposit in the box quickly. 
Once inside the box, the lawful ballot 
would spring open and the spurious bal­ 
lots would drop out of its folds, especially 
when the box was shaken, or the ballots 
stirred by the hand of the inspector in 
counting. The informant disclosed the 
name of the man giving instructions, but 
we are not ready to make it known to the 
F 
ublic. I regret to say that he is an 
ndianian and holds his head pretty 
high. These men were also instructed 
to have these tickets voted by electors 
who might be bought on election day by 
the Democrats, but aftetwards this part 
of the scheme was abandoned temporarily 
for fear the Republicans might watch 
the voters too closely to permit the suc­ 
cessful operation of the plan, and those 
receiving the instructions were told to 
get the better class of Democrats to cast 
these ballots, for they would not likely be 
watched so closely by the Republicans.

CHAIRMAN JEWETT’S STATEMENT. 
At a late hour an Associated Press cor­ 
respondent found Chairman Jewett at 
his hotel and showed him Chairman 
Huston’s statement. Mr. Jewett talked 
freely about the proposed agreement sub­ 
mitted by Chairman Huston, and gave 
his reasons for not signing the same. At 
the suggestion of the correspondent, lie 
sat down and wrote the following state­ 
ment:

Fifth. The agreement could not au 
thorize an election board to reject a legal 
ballot found in the box without a band. 
Sixth. It has been reported to us for 
some days that persons who are strang­ 
ers in the communities where they have 
been seen, have been traveling over the 
State, having no known business, but 
who have visited the Republican Elec­ 
tion Inspectors Committees, and no one 
else.

THE EVENT OF THE CAMPAIGN. 


A B rillian t Parade—Laboring Men 
in Line—Genernl Coast. 
News.

San F ra n c isc o , November 
2.—The 
largest and most enthusiastic Democratic 
parade, if not the largest parade of any 
kind in this city during the present cam­ 
paign, took place to-night. There were 
twenty-two divisions, comprising nearly 
one hundred organizations of this and 
neighboring cities. United States Sena­ 
tor George Hearst was Grand Marshal, 
and was accompanied by his chosen 
chiefs-of-staff and by Chairman W. D. 
English, of the State Central Committee, 
and Chairman Maurice Schmidt, of the 
Parade Committee. One of the most 
noticeable features was that the pr o- 
cession was composed mostly of laborers. 
Few of the manufactures were repre­ 
sented. 
Notwithstanding the fact that the offi­ 
cers of the evening were in the first di­ 
visions, the parade to the eyes of the 
observer, increased in 
interest and 
effectiveness as division after division 
passed by. There were more men in 
carriages and on horseback than is usual 
in such processions. Excellent order 
was preserved during the entire evening, 
not a broil of any kind being reported at 
this hour. 
As usual, the men who marched bore 
either torches, banners, transparencies 
or flags, a number of the transparencies 
being unique and striking. 
Among the 
most noticeable features were the God­ 
dess of Liberty; vaqueros, who looked 
as though just from the plains; a large 
float representing 
the lately formed 
Young Men’s Commercial Democratic 
League; a float hearing a large number 
of working-women, and others. 
One float, containing a printing press, 
had beside it boxes containing thousands 
of slip^on which were printed suggestive 
mottoes. These mottoes were thrown 
out and fell comparatively as thickly as 
snow falls on the mountains in Decem­ 
ber. 
Another float contained thirty- 
eight pretty girls, dressed in white, 
representing 
all 
the 
States 
of 
the Union. 
One 
truck 
was load­ 
ed down 
with 
choice 
fruit, which 
was scattered broadcast 
among the 
crowd. There were about thirty bands 
in the line. At different points tall 
stands had been erected ana on these 
calcium lights were burned which made 
the march as brilliant as day at times. 
The procession was two hours and 
twenty five minutes passing a given point. 
Estimates of the number of persons in 
the procession vary from 10,000 to 16,­ 
000. The Examiner's count shows that 
there were 16,387. 
The next to the last division was 
formed by clubs which, judged by their 
banners, were all from points outside the 
city. Among the outside points repre­ 
sented among the clubs were Redwood 
City, San Mateo, Martinez, Gilroy and 
San Jose. Much Aithusiasm prevailed, 
and shouts rent the air at different 
times.

News of tke Explorer's Progress In 
tbc Dark Continent. 
Z a n z ib a r, November 2.—Couriers from 
Tabora bring direct news from the Stan­ 
ley expedition, a portion of which was 
met at the end of November, 1887, by 
Arabs trading between Lakes Victoria, 
N’yanza and N’signe and Tabora. The 
Arabs met Stanley’s rear guard at a 
point west of Albert N’yanza and south­ 
east of Zanga. 
The Arabs did not see 
Stanley. 
The detachment seen con­ 
sisted of thirty men. They stated that 
Stanley was two days ahead. The expe­ 
dition had suffered greatly on the march 
through the thick forests, where it 
was impossible to advance more than a 
mile and a quarter daily. They had 
also suffered in the marshes, where many 
had disappeared or died. Forty were 
drowned in crossing a great river, flow­ 
ing from east to west. Stanley was ob­ 
liged to fight some tribes that refused to 
supply him with provisions. The rear 
guard, at the time it was met, had only 
3een en the march five days, after a halt 
of three weeks, due to the illness of 
Stanley and a great part of his escort, 
who had been attacked with fever. The 
Arabs 
estimated 
the total strength 
of the expedition, alter all losses, at 
250 men. The health of Stanley was 
then good. 
The rear guard, which 
consisted of natives of Zanzibar, stated 
that Stanley had decided that he would 
no longer advance in a northeaster!} di­ 
rection. but would strike toward the 
north, hoping to avoid Bwamps. After 
getting a certain distance north he in­ 
toned to take an oblique line to the east­ 
ward and go straight to Wadelai, where 
it was thought he would arrive .fifty-five 
days later, about the middle of January, 
1888. The Arabs were of the opinion 
that the expedition was 
still stroDg 
enongh to reach Wadelai. 
Note: It will be remembered that on 
August 1st information was received 
from Zanzibar that two messengers had 
arrived there who left the interior about 
the middle of April, atad who reported 
that Stanley had not arrived at Wadelai 
up to that time. Hie messengers stated 
that in the month of March Emin Pasha 
did receive some vague and indecisive 
news of the expedition, bat that reports 
were conflicting. 


A FRANK CONFESSION. 
. P . O'Connor's Paper Justifies 
Sackville'» Die m issal. 
L o n d o n , November 2.—The Star (T. 
P. O’Connor’s paper), says: Lord Salis­ 
bury is not likely to listen to the demand 
for the dismissal of Phelps, United States 
Minister, in retaliation for Americas 
treatment of Sackville. Such a step 
might do much harm and could do no 
good. 
All are agreed that Bayard’s 
courtesy is scant, but we must not forget 
that he is technically right. Lord Sack- 
ville’s indiscretion warranted a demand 
for his recall. If Salisbury’s reply to the 
demand amounted to a refusal, there is 
a good deal more to be said for the action 
of America than Englishmen are just 
now inclined to admit.

It says that 
it was not one of the engines which first 
left the track, but the massive car occu­ 
pied by the Minister of Ways, and the 
swerving of the derailed car shattered 
the preceding and the following care. 
The flooring of the carriage occupied by 
the Czar ami Czarina collapsed and the 
occupants were thrown upon the track. 
The Grand Duchess Olga and Grand 
Duke Michael, iu the next car, were 
thrown out upon the track and covered 
with debris. 
They were rescued un­ 
hurt. 
The Czar and suite were received at 
Moscow yesterday with imposing cere­ 
monies.

An official telegram stated ¿hat 
the Sucre rebels were consolidating their 
forces.

In the course 
of his speech he read a letter from Glad­ 
stone, in which the latter said: I con­ 
ceive the country has indicated a very 
general desire to retain the Irish mem­ 
bers at Westminster.

As 
Mrs. Dehrques died before her husband, 
and there being a residuary legatee, the 
Surrogate decides that letters shall issue 
to the next of kin, or in default to the 
Public Administrator. 
A serious disturbance occurred in the 
campus of Dickinson College at Carlisle 
Pa., Wednesday night, between Btudents 
of the college and ihe fire department of 
the city. During the evening the stu­ 
dents arranged to paint the city red and 
tore away the paling fence which sur­ 
rounded the college proper, placing it 
a pile with other rubbish to which they 
applied a match, causing the entire 
fire department to respond.

The sym ptom s are 
a roughness In the throat, w ith a s ig h t paiu 
an d swelling. The th ro at looks red and angry 
an d the tongue Is slightly coated w ith w hite 
fur. 
W ithin a few days sm all w hitish spots, 
w hich look like ulcers, form on tho back of th e 
throat and about tb e root of th e tongue.

There la often a slight teu d ern iss 
over th at proralneure<rf the neck know n a- the 
“Apple of Adam " (Pomurn A dam j, a h eat and 
a sense of tightness an d frequently some slight 
difficulty in swa iowiug. 
The causes w hich produoe th is form of dis­ 
ease are various. It arl es in clergym en and 
public speakeis and others from too violeut 
use oi the voice. The vecal corda become ex ­ 
hausted and lose their tone from straining and 
overuse. Dust an d all Irritating m atters in the 
air are liable to be drawn Into th e w indpipe 
and produce irritatio n . It ia m ore often a 
m ere sequel to sore throat, tb e id llam m atlou 
extending down to tb e larnvx by reason of the 
continuity of m ucous m em brane. 
B ut from 
w hatever cause it arises it is 
always a serious m alady. The chronic form 
threatens th e com plete destruction 
of 
the 
voice, and rarely ends un til it has involved 
th e lungs In disease. Every slight cold, every 
change lu th e w eather, every flight of dust, 
feeds the irritatio n and increases tb e inveter­ 
acy of Its hold.

have com plete lots of voice from palsy of the 
cords, constituting an affection know n to the 
physicians by (he term of ‘ A phonia." Unless 
th e rem edies are applied to th e seat of the 
disease it Is useless to try to effect s cure. It Is 
for th is reason th a t judicious in h alatio n s are 
successful when all other m eans have been 
tried w ithout avail. 
TONSILITIS 
Is an acute inflam m ation of th e tonsils, 
w hich consists of a collection o r m ass of sm all 
m ucous follicles or glands whose office la to 
secrete a portion of th e fluid w hich keeps the 
th rea t m oist. There are perrons w ho suffer 
every w inter, 
som etim es oftener, w ith an 
attack of acute inflam m ation of these glands. 
The trouble begins with a slig h t soreness and 
sw elling, w hich gradually increases un til the 
act of swaUowiug Is attended w ith great Buffer 


These glands are som etim es affected by a

Some m onths later thla 
disposition la found to have increased, and to 
be attended w ith an occasional desire to swal­ 
low, tb e p a tle u t-to use his ow n w ords—feeling 
som ething sticking fn his throat.

A t in e P r e s e n ta tio n o f ^ H a w le t .1 
There was a very large audience in all 
parts of the Opera House last night on 
the occasion of the presentation of /fmii- 
let. 
Mr. Jam es in the title role inter 
preted this difficult creation of the izenius 
of the im mortal bard in a way to stamp 
him as an actor of fine discernment and 
great diam atic genius. 
In his make-up 
he adopted the Fechter idea, giving the 
m elancholy prince the fair complexion 
and red hair peculiar to the true Norse 
m an. We regretted this, not because it is 
not 
radically correct, but because it 
detracts from that sombre cast which 
heightens the dramatic effect of the per­ 
sonation. 
But aside from this, Mr. 
Jam es gives usa “ H amlet’ equal in many 
respects to the best we have ever seen. 
His rendition is manifestly the result of 
close study, and this is shown in a num ­ 
ber of fine and delicate touches, not at 
all traditional, in the most strikiug 
scenes. 
In condensing the text we re­ 
gretted to see that he had cut out some 
of the finest passages in the piece, not­ 
ably that matchless commentary upon 
the exhibition o! feeling displayed bv 
the “ First Player” iu liis delineation of 
the wild and vehement grief of Hecuba.

C a n n e rie s. 
The crying need in Los Angeles county 
is more canneries, to meke a m arket for 
deciduous fi uits, which are now rotting 
on the trees, as the price paid will not 
cover the picking. 
On account of competition with can­ 
neries in the East, who have the advan­ 
tage of cheaper coal and cheaper labor, 
the margin of profit in the canning busi­ 
ness in this State is not as large as gen­ 
erally supposed. 
How does any farm er have such a 
tremendous desire to deplete his pocket 
in order that he may have a duty of sev­ 
enty-five cents per ton collect ed'on coal, 
which not only throttles many industiies 
in the county, but especially the can­ 
neries. 
And while not a ]>ound of tin plate is 
made in the United States, there is a 
tariff of thirty per cent., which onlv 
serves to still farther choke off any one 
thinking of starting a cannery. 
The canner is satisfied with a profit ot 
IK cents per can. 
Now, the tin in one 
can costa about 2 cents, so the cost w ith­ 
out the duty would be less than IK 
cents. In other words, if the duty on tin 
were removed the canner could make 2 
cents per can where he now makes IK 
cents—an increase of 25 per cent, in the 
per centage of profit, a difference that 
would decide the canner in many in­ 
stances the question of w hether or not to 
build his ciftnery. 
But it is said if we 
should take this duty off tin plate the 
different tin plate manufacturers in Eng­ 
land, France and Germany would com­ 
bine and raibe their price'30 per cent., 
and then we would be uo better off tban 
we are now, and we don’t pay the duty 
anyway, as they, the foreigners, pav it 
as they would a license to sell in our 
m arkets. 
Now, to illustrate the fallacy 
of this most absurd theory let us suppose 
that 
an 
American 
cannery 
cables 
to their foreign 
purchasing agent to 
purchase 10,000 pounds of tin plate. 
Certainly no one thinks that that com­ 
mission agent gets different quotations 
on tin plates from the different makers, 
varying as to whether his principal is a 
Yankee, an A ustralian or a Mexican, or 
because the Yankee pays 30 per cent, 
and the Mexican 100 per cent, and the 
Australian no duty at all, in the least af­ 
fects the prices quoted by the different 
foreign manufacturers who are each try­ 
ing to secure the order by quoting the 
lowest price for the tin plate to be deliv­ 
ered say at Liverpool. 
If they should 
combine to sell to the Mexican for less 
than the American on account of the 
extra duty he had to pay they might not 
get cost price for their tin plate and be­ 
sides if the 
commission agent who 
bought for his Mexican and Yankee cli­ 
ents would make it a point that the 
manufacturers would not know for whom 
he was buying, when an American was 
tbe buyer he would merely specify de­ 
livery at Liverpool dock. 
So that if the manufacturers of tin 
S 
late raised their price it would have to 
e raised from the necessity of the case 
to every buyer in the market. 
Now America consumes about one- 
tenth of tbe entire product, so uoone can 
reason that the removal of the import 
duty that we charge would cause the 
manufacturer to raise the price of tin to 
every nation in the world. 
If so then 
every time Mexico or Australia changed 
their tariff then the price of tin wonld go 
up or down in the United States. 
Then 
if such an insignificent event allows them 
to raise their price why do they wait for 
our action ? 
W hy don’t they advance 
tbe rate thirty per cent, immediately ? 
Is it not absured to conceive of hun­ 
dreds of factories, owned by people of 
various nations, each in jealous compe- 
titi.u of the other, and yet all combining 


to a concerted advance agreeing forever 
to forego competition, not onlv f o r i time 
but for eternity. 
% 
Our own trusts bave not these insur­ 
mountable obstacles to effective combin­ 
ation. 
For instance, the Lum ber Trust 
in this State is effective because the pro­ 
ducers are small in number and of the 
same State and nationality, and their 
consumers or victims are iu the same 
country and cat off from a foreign sup­ 
ply. 
When our Lumber Trust sells to an 
Australian who is free to buy in British 
Columbia, it charges him a much lower 
price than it would a Californian, who 
m;i9t either buy their lumber or none at 
all, as he could not afford to charter a 
veseel for a single cargo from British 
Columbia. 
But to ieturn to our canning m an. He 
has bought his tin and shipped it froui 
Liverpool to .San Francisco, and at that 
port there m ust be paid 30 per cent, 
duty. 
Now if he don’t pay it, who does ?

¡.D e p o s its I n K a i l o n a l H a n k . 
The National Bank depository system 
has Ireen in operatiou for a quarter of a 
century. 
From the commencement of 
the fiscal year of 1864 to the end of the 
fiscal year of 1388 it has been in opera­ 
tion under each successive Secretary of 
the Treasury in virtue of authority con 
ferred by law, of which Mr. Blaine him ­ 
self was one of the law-makers. 
(See 
Revised Statutes of the U nited States, 
sec. 5153). 
There is no favoritism which 
appears from the fact that most of the 
bauk depositories are officered by Repub­ 
licans. Any National Bank making pro­ 
per application and securing the Govern­ 
ment by United States bonds, receives on 
deposit about 80 per cent, of the market 
value of bonds. The Government being 
perfectly secured .and so long as we have 
an idle surplus, the manifest advantage 
of this arrangem ent is the putting of that 
much money into circulation through the 
banks. Otherwise that money would be 
hoarded in the Treasury vaults, of no use 
to the Government and of serious detri­ 
ment to the business of the country and 
the interests of the people. 
For this 
money, of which the banks are made the 
depositories, is paid in for internal reve­ 
nue by the people, and unless it again 
circulates the laws of trade are inter­ 
rupted in their free course, and the com- 
muuitv suffers from the evils of a con­ 
tracted currency, financial stagnation 
and high rates of interest. 
It is unfortunate that less than $350,000 
of Government money is on deposit in 
the banks of our State, while over 
$50,000,000 are uselessly accumulated in 
the Sub-Treasury vault of San Francisco, 
where it is inaccessible to trade, “ the 
calm health of Nations.” The President 
and his Administration found the sur­ 
plus, 
the 
outcome 
of 
unnecessary 
taxation, and had to deal w ith it. 
By 
bond purchase, which lias been judi­ 
ciously done, much of the debt of the 
United States has been retired, but a cor­ 
ner in bonds forced the premium which 
the Government was required to pay to 
such a highth that it was deemed in­ 
expedient to be simply victimized ; and 
last week, without the advice of Mr. 
Blaine, the Secretary of the Treasury an­ 
nounced that he would for the present 
purchase no more four per cent bonds. 
The consequence was a complete vindi­ 
cation of his financial policy. The bonds 
fell in a few days from 130 to 126% . The 
only other course open fro lessening the 
evils of tbe surplus is plainly to keep tbe 
money in circulation, as has been wipely 
done for twenty-five vearB, without loss 
or injury to the Government. 
W hat 
other remedy has Mr. Blaine? With 
the Wall-street corner he says, “ Keep 
on buying bonds.” 
Mr. Cleveland’s 
remedy is to first reduce unnecessary 
taxation, make judicious bond purchases, 
and, as a temporary expedient, circulate 
the m oney; and thus, by degrees, bring 
back tbe Government to its legitimate 
purposes.—[8. F. News Letter.
